A machine which “kicks” in 
the middle of a big job is one of the most 
provoking things in the world, but the 
machinist who asks her machine to undertake 
a big job without first seeing that it is in 
good sewing condition is simply. asking for 
trouble, and deserves it! ; 

Needles and spools in plenty should be pro- 
vided ; and, most important of all, have your 
scissors sharpened ! 

You asked me some weeks ago to tell you 
of any further improvements made in our new 
home. am sure you think us very tardy, 
but in our search for comfort, plus modernity, 
money-saving opportunities are nil, and so we 
must, of necessity, go slowly though surely! 

In the fitting up of our bathroom we have 
been particularly luxuriant! True, we had to 
abandon our dream of glass walls, which are 
so very beautiful, but, alas! so expensive.

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‘CLEANING GLASS. 


Flat dwellers and those who live in villas 
with small gable windows that are easily ac- 
cessible should have no difficulty in cleaning 
their own windows, 

One’s principal requirements for this are a 
few soft cloths for polishing and an additional 
cloth with paraffin oil rubbed on. The window 
should be rubbed firgt to take off the dirt, in- 
side and outside, and then the paraffin oil 
applied in a small quantity, equally distri- 
buted all over. It should afterwards be 
thoroughly polished off with a clean, dry 
cloth. 

Mirrors can be polished in the same way. 
It is an essential for their preservation that 
they should be kept away from the damp. 
This causes spots to come on the polished 
surface and the silver at the back to wear 
away. Glass that has become spotted in this 
way can be re-silvered. 


Glass used for mirrors is usually plate 
glass silvered at the back—that is to say, 
it is the same glass as that used in the best 
windows. 

Glasses that are used for light reflectors 
into dark rooms placed at an angle in the 
window must necessarily be set up in heavier 
frames and be in themselves glasses of 
heavier quality to withstand the weather. 

Long glasses for dressing by are almost 
indispensable for the gauging of one’s general 
appearance. An ordinary glass does not 
usually reach beyond the  waist—one 
can see ones legs’ by tilting __it 
(that is if it is not” one of those 
glasses that is out of order and has a piece 
of paper stuck in it to prevent it turning from 
back to front. Even with tilfing it is im- 
possible to get a general view of oneself. 

If a hand or standing toilet glass gets 
broken, and the frame is a valuable one, it 
can be replaced, the new glass being cut to 
the size of the frame. 

Glass, both for windows and reflection, is 
cut with a diamond. Toilet glass should be 
polished every day. Cloths or pads can 
be had, specially prepared, for cleaning every 
sort of glass, including windscreens of motor 
cars, for ls. or less. They need not, and 
should not, be washed. Tumblers and drink- 
ing glasses should be washed in cold, soapy 
water, dried with a perfectly clean and dry 
cloth and then polished off. The cloth 
should be smooth; chamois can then be used 
to polish. Hairy cloths, such as many tea 
cloths are made of, leave the hairs sticking, 
and dull their appearance. 

If globes of lamps have been blackened by 
smoke, soft paper—tissue, in preference—is the 
best with which to clean them.

One of our analytical novelists has said 
that you can tell a man's character by his 
boots.

In your correspondence you pay a su"tle 
compliment to a friend by always writiag 
on good paper, even if you only say: ‘‘ See 
you Friday,” or ‘Getting married.”’ 
Bernard Shaws, who make a cult. cf 
impudence, can write on postcards, but can 
you conceive of Swift writing to his Stella 
on a scrap of paper? 

It is not that we always want our missives 
to last; but we do want them not to 
misrepresent us. You cannot afterwards 
reverse the impression made by ill-considered 
letter-paper on a correspondent, however 
stylish, pointed, pontifical or sentimental 
your form of address. A blistering back- 
ground will slaughter the bravest words; but 
if you give yourself and your correspondents 
the compliment of a good, crackly, notable 
notepaper, I am almost persuaded that you 
can wear what boots you like.

Originality is the note struck in the new 
spring “collections.””

On the whole, the unevenness 
of the hem-line, so generally used by the 
dressmakers, brings us into an ‘‘ asymmetri- 
cal’’ development. Attention is drawn to the 
hem-line in ways other than the shape. For 
instance, two little inlaid bands in colour 
are placed in sports frocks at the top of the 
hem in front. Or a fine delicate line of 
strass is put round the bottom of an evening 
skirt. Frequently a deep, plain hem is left 
in an embroidered evening model. 

The Paris milliner has lost his “ feeling’ 
for felt long ago, but that does not mean 
that felt is no longer in fashion. On the 
contrary, 1t comes afresh in combination with 
other materials, or is used alone, but always 
in some new contour, some new cut, new 
shape. It is by manipulation of the fabric 
that the soft line is produced rather than by 
the fabric, necessarily. i 

Bows, which commence at the back and 
move towards the front in semi-draped 
fashion, are among the new ideas worked out 
in the new millinery. Adaptations, of the 
skull-cap seive as another theme, which 
varies, of course, with the wearer. <A hat 
built to fit the contour of the head, a smart 
model which pulls on almost like a glove, is 
made with a deep band of black velvet and 
with ear flaps, these being usually richly 
embroidered. 

The helmet-shaped hat, however, will, it is 
said, be superseded before long by another 
model resembling that -of the = old-time 
buccancer. The crown of this model does not 
fit so tightly to the head as the helmet- 
shaped hat, and there is a small brim to it 
which casts soft shadows over pretty eyes.

The 
prices generally seem to run from about 
45s. to £3 per week fdr board terms.

Our Variable Weather.

I have heard an acquaintance who 
prides himself upon his incursions into the 
realms of chemistry definitely ascribe the 
weeping winter we have had to the ‘* wire- 
less.” He asserts that ever since broad- 
casting was introduced the filling of the 
air with electric waves has reacted 
disastrously on the climatic conditions. 

It is unquestionable that since 1921 the 
weather has been consistently bad, But 
meteorologists, I am given to understand, 
recognise no connection between wireless 
and weather. They say that dry and wet 
spells exist, and that they have a sort of 
periodic recurrence.- The only reason they 
know for the wet spell we have been having 
is the descent of cold air from the Arctic 
regions. This, they say, is the trouble- 
maker and not the wireless.

A Shipping Boom. 


I hear that a number of big shipping 
lines, including the Canadian Pacific, are 
contemplating additions to their existing 
fleets. This, which is good news for Bel- 
fast, is a tendency, however, which ex- 
perts attribute less to. any signs of a 
boom in shippinz than to a shrewd calcu- 
lation that new tonnage will never, within 
rcasonable outlook, be cheaper than now.

A SWISS ADVENTURE,

LE lower Juras are ue moun- 

tain ridges, but there is something 
slightly unsatisfying and elusive about 
them. They merge into one another 
squarely, or they are changed into green 
and white cliffs overhanging a river 
You search almost in vain 
through all this horizontal scenery for 
some outstanding peak upon which to fix 
the eye. i 

When I ventured to say something like 
this to my Franc-Comtois friends, they 
replied: “ You must go into the High 
Juras.” TI said: “ Where are the High 
Juras? I have seen the other side of 
them from Vevey, but when I take the 
train after them from here they seem to 
evaporate, and I only come upon more 
clift-shaped foothills.’’ They replied: ‘‘ It 
is a long way; but you must follow your 
Ruskin’s advice and climb La Déle.”’ 

So I followed the advice of my Ruskin 
—having first discovered that he wrote 
about the Jura district in “ Praeterita ”’ 
—and set out from my base, Besancon, to 
climb La Déle. 

My companions were two girls called 
Anca and Alice, Girl Guide captains in 
Czecho-Slovakia and accustomed to out- 
door hardships. Anca had a perfect com- 
mand of Latin Quarter French, Alice very 
little of any kind. 


AN EARLY START. 


At 5 a.m. we were eating our thirsty 
breakfast of bread and plain chocolate in 
a third class P.L.M. carriage, and at 
least one member of the party was feeling 
morally stimulated, if sleepy, after her 
feat of early-rising. The train journey, 
with many changes, was long and weari- 
some, but at last we reached Morez, a 
French frontier town, where we took a 
tram for Switzerland. It was a neat, 
new, smoothly-running tram that re- 
minded me of the Vevey-Chillon line, and 
that complacently cried aloud its Swiss 
nature amid the shabby kindliness of 
Eastern France, where tourists seldom 
come. 

Beyond Morez we were in the heart of 
the High Juras, and behold they were 
shaped and wooded exactly like the lower, 
but on a larger scale; and our objective, 
La Déle, which loomed ahead of us, was 
as table-topped as any of them. 

When we had left the ultra-respectable 
tram at La Cure francaise and crossed the 
Franco-Swiss frontier by road, flourishing 
our passports at two groups of very 
amiable ‘‘ gabelous’’ who prodded our 
knapsacks and told us not to smuggle 
back chocolate, we struck across the forest 
land. Beyond this we came to the open 
country, the gentle slopes of grass and 
flowers which are the zone of the Swiss 
dairy chalets. The higher ones had been 
deserted already owing to drought—it was 
June—but the lower were in full activity. 
I ran into one to buy some milk and 
found gallons of it boiling in a vat. The 
Swiss gentleman who was stirring the 
mixture with a long pole agreed to sell 
me some that was still fresh, ‘and we came 
to terms over the Franco-Swiss rate of 
exchange. 


“NOR ANY DROP TO DRINK.” 


When we had eaten our’ knapsack 
lunch in the shade of some bushes outside 
this chalet, we plunged straight across 
country for the summit of La Déle. Anca 
and Alice, worthy representatives of th« 
Girl Guides of -Czecho-Slovakia, rolled 
their stockings down to the tops, of their 
boots, and tramped on and on sturdily. 
With regard to drink they appeared to 
be as camels. 

We had intended, with our unearthly 
start from Besancon, to reach the summit 
of La Déle before the full blaze of noon 
should fall upon us; but, of course, at 
the hottest hour we were still toiling 
upwards. 

I gasped out: “ Aren’t you thirsty ?’ 
They replied from somewhere above me: 
“ No, not particularly. We are accus- 
.tomed to this kind of thing at home.” 
Then Anca ran far ahead, and, noticing 
that my energy was flagging, called out 
falsely: “Water, Mademoiselle!’ I 
spurted, and it was a tepid drain in the 
trough outside an evacuated chalet. Not 
a drop to drink. , . The Czech camels 
laughed gaily. 

All around us forest upon forest rose 
on the slopes of the High Juras, reaching 
their greatest luxuriance in the Forest of 
Joux, whose little’ lake we could see 
glittering like a gem at its very heart. 
Everywhere was Summer loveliness that 
had not been robbed of its verdure. In 
ascending La Déle from Morez, or even in 
taking the high road over the Col de la 
Faucille, as the traveller did in the days 
of the “‘ diligence,’ you do indeed pass 
through the finest and most typical Jura 
country, but you do not get the slightest 
preparation for the supreme grandeur 
that lies on the other side. Scramble 
over the last few yards of jagged rock; 
stand beside the iron tripod that marks 
the summit, and open your eves. « « 


TWO PLANES OF BEAUTY. 


The traveller on the lesser mountain, 
looking across space at the greater, is 
perhaps, in the more privileged position ; 
for when you stand on a great height in 
the midst of others equally stupendous, 
something of the sense of proportion is 
lost. But here you are aware of two 
planes of natural beauty—the picturesque 
and the majestic. From the summit of 
La Déle, looking south-east, the whole 
range of Alps with snow-capped, or 
clouded, or crystal-clear, or rose-tinted 
peaks form the background of the pano- 
rama. Below. is the Lac Léman, on this 
particular day an ethereal blue and 
dotted with white sails. The inland. sea 
stretches from Geneva to Lausanne and 
beyond into the mistiness that shrouds 
Chillon and the entrance’ to the Rhéne 
Valley. Between us and the lake-shore, 
in this district where you step in and out 
of Switzerland, is Voltaire’s little king- 
dom, with Ferney for capital. 

As we have seen, Ruskin appreciated 
the Jura side of the lake, and he stood 
on this very spot at the top of La Déle 
when the Paris to Geneva stagecoach 
brought travellers over the Col de la 
Faucille. He spoke of it afterwards as 
being one of the most momentous visions 
of his life, and he returned to the place 
several times. He noted, nearly a hun- 
dred years ago, that few of those who 
hastened over the Franco-Swiss frontier 
turned aside to climb La Déle: it is so 
still. Since leaving the last dairy 
chalets we had walked in an uninhabited. 
unfrequented vastness, where. tinkline 
cattle bells were the only reminder of 
moving life. You cannot yet order your 
cup of tea on the summit of La Déle.

IN SIGHT OF MONT BLANC. 


We lay there a long time in the 
invigorating wind. We pointed out Mont 
Blanc to one another with a feeling of 
somewhat awesome satisfaction. Just as 
the tourist in North Wales eternally 
seeks to catch a glimpse of his petulant, 
cloudy Snowdon, so in Eastern France, 
from Belfort to Lyon, the traveller climbs 
to vantage points from which he is sup- 
Tp to have the satisfaction of seeing 
Mont Blanc. The claim of La Déle in 
this respect is perfectly genuine. 

Then the sight of Geneva beneath its 
heat-haze unloosed the tongue of the 
alert, well-informed Anca. She had 
acquaintances there in the Secretariat of 
the League and spoke of the importance 


} of their work to Prague, She was imbued

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with all the eager enthusiasm of a 
victorious nationalism. She wanted to 
know a great deal about the Irish Free 
State, but Alice, who did not know 
enough French to talk about interna- 
tional politics, looked bored. 

It was a mere matter of twelve kilo- 
metres back to the railway-station at 
Morez, and we decided to save our tram- 
fare. We obeyed local injunctions to 
follow the telegraph poles which ran 
straight downwards from the frontier 
hamlet of Les Rousses, while the road 
made the descent in a series of hairpin 
bends. How gladly would I have entered 
one of the shabby little “ Hotels de 
France ” that we passed, and dined and 
rested for an hour, and perhaps finally 
stayed the night. Coolness and sunset 
light crept over the Jura valley, and still 
the Czechs led on, with me stumbling in 
their wake. I began at this point to 
wonder whether, in spite of Ruskin, the 
ascent of La Déle was worth while, and 
also why I had been too cowardly to 
confess that I longed to take that nice 
clean Swiss tram back to Morez. 


WELL WORTH WHILE, 


Alice and Anca bought sausage meat, 
bread and bananas, which we devoured 
ravenously in the train. By this time 
they did betray some signs of human 
frailty in that they became too men‘ally 
exhausted to talk French any longer, and 
dropped into Czech. We reached our 
destination at 2 a.m., after an expedition 
that had lasted twenty-two hours. 

In retrospect, the whole adventure was 
more than worth while. It was far more 
truly satisfying than if we had motored 
over twice the distance in half the time, 
Junched at a hotel, and treated the local 
people as servants who ought to lay them- 
selves out for the tourists’ pleasure and 
comfort. As a matter of fact. in the 
wilder parts of the Juras, the inhabitants 
do not care whether tourists come or do 
not. If they do come, they must take the 
dairy-owners and woodmen as they find 
them, and this is what we did. More- 


over, if you trudge along wearing old} 


clothes and knapsacks nobody will float a 
scheme for relieving you of the wealth 
which you cannot be supposed to have.

A performance such as that which 
Friedman gave last Saturday would have been 
out of place in the presence of Royal Dublin 
Society members at Ballsbridge; but it fitted 
with the spirit of a “ Celebmty ” concert at 
the Theatre Royal. It catered for an audh- 
ence not specially trained in intellectual 
subtleties of interpretation, and, appre- 
priately, was rather in the nature of enter- 
tainment for people to whom music 1s a 
more or less light form of amusement. 

To say that is not to accuse Friedman of 
being inaftistic. Music has many sides, and 
the amateur who does not go very studiously 
into its recesses is entitled to his pleasures. 
It is to the eritic, required to be studious, 
that difficulty in adjustment occurs. 

The adjustment made, however, one recog- 
nised a value for the occasion in. what might 
elsewhere have seemed a somewhat coarse 
strain in Friedman’s playing. For the pur- 
pose of recitals before general audiences, 
as distinct from those designed íor 
cognoscenti, Friedman has set himself to en- 
liven the attraction of pianoforte music, and 
he has taken into his programme such music 
as suits that purpose. A tendency to exag- 
geration of certain elements in the music 1s 
involved: but. on the other hand, he does 
make the music, seize the interest and 
imagination of the listener. His handling of 
the Chopin pieces, for example, should not be 
acclaimed as the best model; but it was cal- 
culated to send amateur and student listeners 
back to their Chopin albums with a new sense 
of the magic to be sought in their pages. 

Most of the Chopin pieces belonged to the 
number that have been made familiar tó audi- 
ences by frequent performance; but the 
second of the two studies played on Satur- 
day—No. 7 of opus 10—was a stranger, The 
Fantaisie was the principal piece in the group. 
Interpreting it with considerable freedom, and 
treating its various themes and episodes as 
if he attached some definite significance to 
them severally, Friedman gave it the charm 
of a well-told story. That, indeed, seemed 
to be his object with all these pieces; and it 
is, on the whole, a good attitude to take with 
Chopin’s music. 

The last group definitely was entertaining 
music; it filled half-an-hour very brightly. 
The Debussy piece, however, did not come 
well into it. The pianist was unable to 
reduce his mood from’ the flamhoyant to the 
contemplative, and his playing of the piece 
was very far from a true presenting of 
Debussy’s subtle tone-picture. His own 
transcription of a Strauss waltz, at the end of 
the programme, was a jolly piece of showing- 
off. 

Althougn stressing the aspect of liveliness 
and entertainment in Friedman’s programme 
and performance, one must not overlook the 
serious group at the beginning, which pro- 
vided something for the studious te bite on. 
The pianist’s method of analysis and stress 
of guiding elements was very useful in 
giving clear shape to the several sections of 
the Brahats Variations on a Theme ol 
Handel. 
' Brahms, following Beethoven, gave a great 
deal of attention to variation-sets as a form. 
For piano, besides these on a Handel theme, 
he wrote two sets of Paganini Variations, 
one of which will be played by Jan Smeterlin 
at Ballsbridge this afternoon. For orchestra 
he wrote the set of Variations on a Theme 
of Haydn, generally known as the St. 
Anthony Chorale. In addition, he employed 
variations in a symphonic work,as Beethoven 
had done before him. The variations played 
yesterday are regarded by students of form 
ns a notable contribution to that class of 
musical composition. Brabms employed a 
structural method in variation, as opposed to 
the mere twiddling round a melody such as 
we find in many works of Mozart and others. 
It is hopeless to try to extract the original 
tune from these v.u«ciations, for the composer 
is less concerned with the tune than with 
certain elements which he detects in the 
therne and then proceeds to work up into 
distinct little forms. 

The closing fugue, which crowns the work, 
gave Friedman an opportunity for one of. his 
most impressive pieces of masterful declama- 
tion on the piano. His treatment of the 
whole work, indeed, proved that, however 
much he may have risked it by delivering 
himself up to concert agents who announce 
him as the “Colossus of the piano ” and 
dwell on his power to astonish, he still is 
entitled to respect for a capacity of interpre- 
tation of serious music. :

THE BIOGRAPHIES.

Those of Wagner, Verdi, Spontini, Spohr, 
Tchaikowsky and Weber, for example, are 
reprinted as they stood in the second 
edition, and most of them were the same 
in the original Grove. The great excep- 
tion, of course, is Richard Strauss. The 
writer of the new biography declares 
Strauss to be assured of a place among 
the creat ones of music, 4 Judgment tho 
could not have been uttered in so judicia 
a work as Grove at the beginning of ti 
century, when the second edition was

With the fifth volume the new edition 
is complete. The work of the editor, Mr. 
H. C. Colles, has met with general 
approval, chiefly because he has made no 
alteration in the general scope of a wosk 
that had come to be regarded as almost 
ideal in its kind. Alterations and 
additions have been made only where new 
information demanded a place. The 
defects of the work may be said to com- 
pose its great virtue.

CASE FOR HOUSE-OWNERS. 


PLEA FOR FREEDOM OF 
CONTRACT.

The case of the house-owners was put 
before the sitting of the Town Tenants’ 
Commission, which was held at the 
King’s Inns, Dublin, last Saturday. 
Housing conditions in Enniscorthy were 
also brought to the notice of the Commis- 
sion, over which Mr. J. J. Horgan, solici- 
tor, presided. The other members of the 
Commission present were Mr. J. J. 
Murphy, Mr. T. J. Byrne, F.R.I.A.L, 
with Mr. J. B. Hughes, Secretary. 

CONDITIONS IN ENNISCORTHY. 

Mr. Martin J. Shiel, Secretary of the 
Enniscorthy Town Tenants’ League, in the 
course of his evidence, stated that the popula- 
tion of that town was 6,000, and the owner 
was the Earl of Portsmouth. The total 
number of ratings was 1,245, and about one- 
fifth of the property was let and leased by 
head landlords to occupiers. About fifteen 
or eighteen occupiers owned their houses, the 
remainder of the troperty being in the hands 
of middlemen, of which the Urban Council 
were the largest landlords. The Building 


lord fer every five householders. About 1,000. 
lettings were in the hands of middlemen, and 
about one-third ci th» weekly tenancies were 
slums and unfit for human habitation. Many 
of those had hee: condemned during the past 
sixteen years by sanitary officers. 

The Chairman observed that this was due 
to the absence of an intelligently directed 
public opinion an: o- sufficient local pressure 
upon the sanitary authority. 

The witness agreed, and said that his 
organisation was doing what it could. 

The Chairman remarked that there ap- 
peared to be a large number of town tenants’ 
organisations ccming before that Commission 
with grievances; but thev did not appear to 
be doing anything but talk and pass resolu- 
tions. It was the usual thing of fissiparous 
tendencies in J~eland, and there appeared to 
him to be still a large element of the slave 
mind among the population. 

The witness expressed concurrence with the 
statement of the Chairman, and mentioned 
that, as far as he could ascertain, there were 
about five town tenants’ organisations. 

LOCAL AUTHURITIES’ DUTY. 

The Chairman thought that local authori- 
ties ought to be urged to do their duty; but 
the tendency, he said, appeared to be to 
hlame the Government for the neglect of 
local interests. - He advised the witness to 
wake up his local sanitary authority, but it 
struck him, from what they were hearing. 
that the local sanitary authorities in Ireland 
were frequently insanitary authorities. 

The witness proceeded to show that, not- 
withstanding grants from Government 
sources, the building of houses in Enniscorthy 
was slow, though 200 dwellings were required 
to relieve the present congestion. 

The Chairman said that it seemed as if 
the local authority were not doing their 
dutv, and a medical officer in Enniscorthy 
would have considerable scope for the exercise 
of his reforming zeal. 

The witness, continuing, said that, in view 
of existing conditions, until sufficient houses 
were provided town tenants required pro- 
tection from the rapacity of unscrupulous 
landlords. .A number of instances of hard- 
ships and abuses were cited by the witness, 
who suggested remedies for their removal, 
and added that difficulties had arisen over 
the non-payment of rates. i 

The Chairman suggested to Mr. Shiel the 
advisability of obtaining good legal advice for 
the Enniscorthy Town Tenants’ League, and 
thanked him for the information which he 
had placed at the disposal of the Commission. 

SUB-LETTING. 

Mr. T. W. Berkerry, Secretary, Irish 
House-owners’ Protection Association, in the 
course of his evidence, said that the grievance 
of sub-letting should, perhaps, be tackled be- 
fore all others. It was obvious that to deal 
with the problem in an effective manner 
would involve an extensive housing scheme. 
From the house-owners’ point of view, the 
hardship of indiscriminate sub-letting con- 
sisted in the fact that his own rent payable 
by the immediate tenant was controlled, and 
was in many cases an utterly inadequate rent. 
Fully fifty per cent. of the houses in which 
sub-letting now obtains were houses which in 
1914 were not sub-divided. 

The only remedy was a return to freedom 
of contract, in which case tenants now occupy- 
ing houses much larger than they require, 
and making a tremendous profit by sub- 
letting, would seek houses suitable to their 
requirements. During the continuance of 
restriction the owner should be empowered to 
serve a notice on the tenant requiring 
particulars of sub-letting, and to serve notice 
increasing the rent by at least 50 per cent. 
of the net receipts from sub-letting. 

COLLECTING THE RATES. 

The witness pointed out that the hardship 
on owners was due te the ambiguous manner 
in which the greater hardship clauses in 
recent rent legislation had‘ been drafted. The 
decision as to balance of hardship was left 
to the Court without any guiding principles 
indicated. An owner should be entitled to 
possession for his own use or for carrying on 
his business. It was manifestly unjust to 
ask the impoverished owner of house property 
to undertake the almost impossible. task of 
collecting the rates of his tenants. The 
municipal bodies, with all their powers, were 
unable to do so. In addition, the transference 
of the legal obligation to pay rates from the 
tenant to the owner would tend to further 
diminish the sense of citizenship which 
previously existed wo some degree among the 
poorer class of tenants. 

TENANTS’ RESPONSIBILITIES. 

It was time that the Public Health Act 
were amended to prevent tenants availing cf 
them for the purpose of evading their respon- 
sibilties. The working of that legislation 
constituted a very serious grievance from the 
houseowners’ point of view. It would appear 
that under the Act the officials possessed 
most autocratic powers, which they in- 
variably exercised on behalf of the tenants. 
It was quite right and proper that the owner 
of house property should be held liable for 
the condition of the sewers, but he should 
not be held responsible for the carelessness 
and indifference of tenants who had earned 
for the capital of the country the term, 
“dirty Dublin.”’ 

The witness’s statement also put before 
the Commission the increased delay and costs 
to the landlord, who was compelled to resort 
to the courts. He contradicted the prevalent 
idea that the tenants were the sufferers, 
owing to the hardship of owners. There 
should be a return to freedom. of contract. 

Chairman—Freedom of contract is gone by 
the board long ago. The State now regulates 
everything, and freedom of contract is inter- 
fered with in all sorts of ways.

While cycling towards Clondalkin yesterday 
afternoon James O’Brien (20), of James’s 
street, Dublin, was struck by a ‘bus, belong- 
ing to the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany. which was travelling in the opposite 
direction. He was thrown from his machine, 
and when picked up was in an unconscious 
condition, and bleeding from head injuries. 

O’Brien was taken in a private motor car 
to Steevens’s Hospital, where it was found 
that his skull had been tractured. His ccn- 
dition last night was critical.

CORK, Sunday. 

A futther step towards the attainment 
of that unity sought by the Lord Mayor 
of Cork, Mr. Sean French, T.D., regard- 
ing the lines on which a Parliamentary 
bill should be drafted for the re-establish- 
ment of the Borough Council here was 
made during the past week, when the 
members of both Chambers of Commerce 
in the city unanimously modified their 
views regarding the powers of the new 
body. Under the draft bill jointly recom- 
mended by the organisations some time 
ago, the Corporation was virtually limited 
to acting merely in an advisory 
capacity, administrative control being 
retained by a city manager. 

I understand that they have now 
decided that the elected representatives 
of the people should have full power in 
civic government, but they strongly 
oppose the nomination of members of the 
Dail or representatives of any organisa- 
tion as members of the Corporation. This 
is a reply to the suggestion, which, as 
stated in this column last week, had been 
made that the Chambers of Commerce 
should be given representation on the re- 
established Council. 


SYSTEM OF ELECTION. 

Mr. P. Crowley, ‘Chairman of Cork 
Chamber of Commerce, told me that 
another question discussed was the system 
of election. If the election were to be 
decided on proportional representation it 
was agreed that the old ward system 
should be abolished and the city divided 
into two areas, each to have a representa- 
tion of six members. As an alternative 
scheme, a suggestion was made both to 
abolish proportional representation and 
the city wards, the maximum number of 
twelve members to be elected on a straight 
poll for the entire borough. 

These new recommendations, which will 
be placed before the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, will, in 
Mr. Crowley’s opinion, go far to meet the 
desires of all shades of opinion. He 
also hopes that legislation in the matter 
will be ‘introduced at an early date, and 
that the bill will pass through the 
Oireachtas in all its stages before June 
next, when the local government elec- 
tions will take place in the Free State. 

LIMERICK PORT. 

In the course of an examination last- 
ing almost the three opening days of 
the inquiry by the Ports and Harbour 
Tribunal into the present position of 
Limerick Harbour, Mr. J. F. Power, the 
Secretary of the local Harbour Commis- 
sioners, submitted some _ enlightening 
figures regarding the improvements in 
trade and prosperity of the port. He 
explained that the Board is now not only 
free from all debt but has at present a 
sum of £29,000 invested in Government 
Securities, together with a further £3,000 
to its credit at the bank. 

Within recent years the traffic of the 
port has developed to such an extent that 
the Commissioners feel justified in extend- 
ing the present docks and _ borrowing 
£150,000 for the construction of a link 
line from the docks to the Great Southern 
Railways. While the suggestion contains 
many features to recommend it, it must 
be confessed that the project does not 
receive universal approval. 

A member of one of the largest whole- 
sale houses in the South of Ireland told 
me frankly that he personally did not 
welcome the proposal. ‘‘ We may as well 
close our stores and warehouses,’’ he said, 
“and open small offices as commission 
agents.’’ This, he explained, was due to 
the fact that cross-Channel houses would 
be enabled to trade directly with mer- 
chants in inland towns, and their goody 
would no longer be handled in the city, 
but would. merely be transferred from the 
boats into railway wagons at the quay- 
side.- Any beneficial results, he con- 
tended, would be speedily nullified in con- 
sequence of this, and, in his opinion, the 
scheme was really not an economic one. 
Not only would more than 70,000 tons 
have to be conveyed over the line 
annually in order to clear expenses, but 
the line itself would have to follow a 
circuitous route. 

LEE BRIDGES CONTROVERSY. 

Several local bodies have accepted the 
invitation of the directors of the Great 
Southern Railways to attend a conference 
in Cork on next Friday to discuss the

terms of the proposed Railways Bill. 
Strong opposition, however, is expected to 
the proposition to transfer or abandon the 
Cork City Railway. In the effort to effect 
economies, which are vitally necessary if 
Increased competition is to be successfully 
met, the railway company have found the 
overhead charges on this line beyond their 
purse. These charges include the cost of 
page of two drawbridges over the River 
Lee channels, and, as these are exten- 
sively used by the general public, it is 
hoped that some compromise may be 
made with the various bodies concerned 
regarding the sharing of the burden. 

Local bodies throughout the whole 
county have already taken steps to pre- 
sent petitions in the Dail opposing the 
bill. An interesting contribution to the 
controversy was made the other day by 
Mr. D. L. O’Gorman, at a meeting of the 
Cork County Council, when he contended 
that the public had contributed on a very 
generous scale to the upkeep of the 
bridges. It recalled that the line had 
been constructed with a fund originally 
established for the purpose of ‘eallad 4 
direct railway connection between Cork 
and Fermoy. The Great Western Railway 
had agreed to undertake all the running 
expenses, and, as they had afterwards 
freely handed over the service to the 
Great Southern Railways, he considered 
that that company should, under the cir- 
cumstances, meet its obligations. 

Mr. O’Gorman’s statement presents the 
ratepayers’ case in a nutshell, and, apart 
from anything else, it must be admitted 


| that, in the absence of a direct route from 


the city to Fermoy, the public have been 
subject to a considerable amount of in- 
convenience. Although only about twenty 
miles from the city by road, travellers 
have been forced to cover twice that dis- 
tance by rail, via Mallow, experiencing 
both expense and delay in consequence. 
At the same time, it should be mentioned 
that the fare from the city to Fermoy 1s 
now slightly less than that from Cork to 
Mallow, although twice the distance is 
covered. 
CORK HOUSING SCHEME. 

The acute housing shortage and the 
wretched conditions in which a very large 
number of people exist constitute one ol 
the most serious public health problems 
in Cork, as in most other large cities. 
It is, therefcre, satisfying to note the 
progress being made in the effort to cope 
with the question, and during the present 
week the City Commissioner, Mr. P. 
Monahan, announced the completion of 
houses at Capwell, the site of the third 
housing scheme promoted within recent 
years in the city. Several of these houses 
have been purchased outright, the 
remainder being bought on the instalment 
system. A sum of £14,000 has been 
received to date. 

This money, Mr. Monahan states, will 
be devoted to the development of a 
further site at Turner s Cross, and it is 
expected that, by the end of April next, 
tenders will be invited for the erection of 
another 150 houses. 

SHANNON FLOODS. 

Although a considerable area is under 
water in the rural districts around 
Limerick owing to the Shannon floods, the 
damage caused is comparatively small. 
Work on the Shannon scheme continues 
uninterrupted, save at O’Brien’s Bridge, 
where the flooding has held up the 
erection of the weir across the river. 
The men emploved at this site have been 
temporarily paid off, but it is anticipated 
that operations will be resumed early in 
March. 
: A DESERVING CHARITY.

Promptly at 2 o’clock the friendly hattle began 
at 23 boards. The Dublin team was of excep- 
tional strength.

W. E. Thrift and Mesers. Pearson ind Younglao 
would have been about the only obvious additions 
to the team. Mr. Moffat Wilson, who holds a 
unique place in the esteem and affection of all 
Dublin players, is away recuperating his health in 
the Canary Islands. From the Northern array 
there was one conspicuous absentee in the person 
of Mr. P. J. McMahon, the champion of Belfast. 
who. like the others mentioned, could not escape 

rgent claims on his attention. — 

nes’? an early stage in the match the tide began 
to set in favour of Belfast, which scored four out 
of the first six games to be decided. When half 
the allotted time had elapsed Belfast had a. lead 
of two points, and this state of affairs continued 
almost to the close. The contest at the leading 
hoard between two previous champions of Ireland 
was very close, and absorbed the attention of a 
dense body of spectators.

According to a semi-officia) message from 
Signor Auriti, the Italian 
Minister to Austria, left for Rome on 
Saturday night .after a long interview 
with Dr. Seipel, the Austrian Chancellor. 
The purpose of Signor Auriti’s journey is 
to discuss with Signor Mussolini the very 
acute tension that created 
between Italy and Austria during recent 
weeks. An Italian newspaper goes so far 
as to declare that the Duce has recalled 
his Minister permanently, but so far this 
statement is unconfirmed.

The 
newly-acquired territories are under 
Italian sovereignty, and no outsider has 
any right to interfere in their administre- 
tion. This attitude is typical of the spirit 
of the new Italy. Signor Mussolini and 
his associates are exceedingly sensitive of 
criticism, and resent very strongly any 
attempt to censure their conduct. When 
some years ago the League tried to inter- 
vene in the Corfu affair the Italian 
Government did not pay the slightest at- 
tention to its representations, although 
the shelling of Corfu was an open breach 
of international law. Signor Mussolini 
simply took the bit in his teeth and de- 
fied everybody. His action on that occa- 
sion met with entire success. The League 
of Nations had no sanctions with which 
to uphold its international authority, and 
when Italy refused to pay any attention 
to its protest, the matter simply dropped. 
In the case of the Tyrol, however, the 
circumstances are rather different. 
Austria, although a tiny State, has power- 
ful friends, among whom is included not 
only her former ally, Germany, but her 
former enemy, Yugo-Slavia. Indeed, the 
whole Little Entente, which has France 
behind it, is inclined to favour Austria’s 
case against the Italians—a fact which 
may influence Signor Mussolini in his 
future course of action. Everybody 
realises that minorities, especially in 
Central Europe, are apt to exaggerate 
their grievances, and that, probably, the 
German inhabitants of the Tyrol are no 
exceptions to the rule. There seems to 
be no doubt, however, that they are being 
treated rather harshly by the Italian

London Under Ground. 


The traffic problem is ever with us. Its 
measure in London was reflected last week 
in figures quoted by Lord Ashfield at the 
annual meeting of the Underground Rail- 
ways of London and the London General 
Omnibus Company. The joint companies, 
Lord Ashfield said, had a direct and in- 
direct responsibility ‘for the carriage ol 
2,275,000,000 passengers, representing an 
average of 483 journeys per person every 
year. On an average day the London 
“tubes ” carry 81,000 people between the 
hours of nine and ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing. During the rest of the day, at any 
given moment, until the evening “ rush, 
some 50,000 people are travelling on the 
tube railways. The ordinary day time 
traffic is about equal in volume to that of 
the two nocturnal theatre loads—the first 
between seven and eight, and the second 
between eleven and twelve o'clock.” ‘The

The Red Indian. 


The American Declaration of In 
dependence, made over 150 years 
affirmed that all men were born free and 
equal; but nearly 100 years passed belore 
black-skinned men were released from 
chattel slavery, and only three years ago 
were men of red skin admitted by Con- 
gress to the rights of full citizenship. Dr. 
Charles Eastman, a chief of the Sioux 
tribe, who is called by his own 
Ohiesa, has arrived in London for the 
purpose of delivering lectures on the 
present state of “the original Americans.”’ 
He is seventy years of age, a man if im- 
posing appearance, and an author of note. 
He told a representative of the Manchester 
Guardian that he is reconciled to the 
disappearance of the Red Indians as a 
separate race. Intermarriage with whites, 
even in the reservations, proceeds 
apace. The remnant of the Sioux nation, 
now some 20,000 strong, lives in reserva- 
tions in the Dakotas, save for some 5,000 
surviving in Canada. They are chiefly 
farmers and stock-breeders. The young 
men, bowever, find work in the cities. 
Many go to the universities, where they 
distinguish themselves alike in pro- 
fessional pursuits and in athletics. There 
are Indian lawyers and teachers, and 
many go into the Government s service. 
Ohiesa is proud of the fact that the 
present all-round champion athlete of the 
world is a Red Indian. He laments the 
popularity of Fenimore Cooper’s tales as 
conveying a false impression of the old 
Indian life. Fenimore Cooper, he says,

THE COUNTESS OF BECTIVE. 

The Countess of Bective died at her London 
home on last Saturday evening, aged 86. She 
was a daughter of the fourth Marquis of 
Downshire, and married in 1867 the late Earl 
of Bective, who died in 1893.

THE REY. DR. wW. M‘MORDIE, 

The death took place in Belfast last night 
of the Rev. William McMordie, D.D., a 
former Moderator of the General Assembly of 
the Irish Presbyterian Church. “Dr.

took his theological course in the Assembly's

to Mourne, where he ministered until 1915, 
when he retired. He was known in Church 
circles as an expert on finance. 


THE VERY REV. ROBERT STUART 
O’LOUGHLIN. 

The Very Rev. Robert Stuart O'Loughlin 
D.D., cied yesterday at the Wood House 
Rostrevor, County Down, in his 76th year. 

Educated at Trinity College, Dublin, Dr. 
O'Loughlin was appointed to the curacy of 
Easnaskea, Co. Fermanagh, in 1875.

VIENNA WELCOMES 
INCIDENT.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Sunday. 

The Italian Minister to Austria left last 
night for Rome on instructions received 
in the morning directly from Signor 
Mussolini. 

I learn that his hurried departure was 
the result of a four-werd telegram, 
“ Return immediately to Rome,” which 
is interpreted here as preparatory to a 
projected démarche defhanding an apology 
from the Austrian Government, not for 
the speech of Deputy Kolb, from the 
North Tyrol, wi) charged Italy with 
violating the St. Germain Treaty in sup- 
pressing Germans in the South Tyrol, but 
for an explanation made by the Conserva- 
tive Chancellor, Doctor Seipel himself. 

From trustworthy Italian sources I am 
informed that Signor Mussolini has taken 
exception to Chartellor Seipel’s statement 
on the question of the mis-treament of 
Germans in the South Tyrol. 


DISCUSSION WELCOMED. 

Signor Mussolini has interpreted these 
remarks of one of the most prudent states- 
men. in Europe as a criticism of the 
internal politics. of Italy, and it is ex- 
pected that a sharp Note will be forth- 
coming as soon.as the Italian Ambassador 
arrives in Rome. 

However, I learn that Dr. Seipel is not 
worried, but is, in fact, inclined to wel- 
come a discussion of the question, which 
is universally regarded in Austria as due 
to direct violation by Italy, not only of 
the promises ‘in the. St. Germain Treaty, 
but of the Italian representative at the 
Peace Conference and numerous Govern- 
ment leaders subsequently. 

Austria’s point of view is, briefly, this: 
Italy, in an attempt to Italianise the 
territory which has been German in 
culture and language for thirteen hun- 
dred years, is not only breaking the 
solemn promises of her own statesmen in 
Parliament, but is committing an interna- 
tional crime. 


ITALY’S ACTION. 

Italy has driven out,and impoverished 
families whose ancestors date back for 
centuries, and has prohibited the use of 
the only language these people know ; has 
published numerous laws preventing the 
people learning of the violations until 
they have been brought up before the 
court and sentenced. 

Therefore the Government at Vienna is 
welcoming, rather than fearing, the diplo- 
matic incident, which it is now believed 
Italy is creating. 

The entire incident is not unpleasing to 
the Little Entente and France, because 
this kind of action by Italy towards 
Austria is driving the country into the 
unanimous desire for union with Ger- 
many, which would give her citizens 
enough international power to say what 
they please. 

Leaving on the train that carried the 
Italian Ambassador last night was a 
special representative of the Austrian 
Government, charged with conveying 
secret instructions to the Austrian 
Minister in Rome. 


SOLE SURVIVOR'S 
STORY. 


THE COLLISION IN THE 
CHANNEL. 
a 


The first authentic account of Friday 
night's disaster in the English Channel 
off Dungeness, when the Italian steamer 
Alcantara was sunk with the loss of 22 
men—all the crew but one—was. given 
yesterday by Giovanni Pavon, an engineer 
of the ill-fated vessel. 

“T found him,” says a special cor- 
respondent, telegraphing from Southamp- 
toh yesterday, “standing on the quayside 
here, gazing at the battered stem of the 
Tovarisch, the Soviet four-masted barque, 
with 100 naval cadets on boarg, which 
collided with the Alcantara.’’ 

“How many of my mates were saved 7 ” 
was his first question, and when told that 
he was the only survivor he exclaimed : 
“My God! I can’t believe it.” 

A small man, 28 years of age, his 
swarthy, intelligent face was drawn and 
haggard. He said that he came from 
Udine, near Valencia, Italy, and that the 
Alcantara left Caleforte, Sardinia, on her 
last voyage on Saturday, February 11. 
The ship had a cargo of mineral ore, and 
was hound for Calais. The crew, he said, 
numbered 23, made up of the captain, 
four officers, one wireless operator, three 
engineersy one “apprentice engineer, five 
seamen, two trimmers and six firemen. 


AT FIVE MINUTES TO EIGHT. 

“We were approaching Calais on the 
evening of Friday, and our skipper, 
Captain Coote, sent down instructions 
that we were to slow down so as to dock 
early on Saturday morning. There was no 
fog that night, but it. was very dark, as 
only a quarter moon shone in the sky. A 
strong breeze was blowing. I was on duty 
in the engineroom. An order came down 
about 6 o'clock to reduce the ship’s speed 
to seven and a half knots, and this we 
maintained until 5 to 8. 

“I happened to glance at the clock, 
and at this moment a second signal came 
from the bridge. I was oiling parts of 
the engine at the time, and immediately 
I heard the bell I ran to the telegraph. 
A moment later the chief engineer came 
down. His face was as white as death. 

“I have come down to stand by the 
engines from the captain’s orders,’ he 
said. ‘We are in terrible danger.’ 


“ON DECK FOR YOUR LIVES!” 

“ Before I had time to reply there was 
a terrible crash, like the crunching of a 
thousand timbers. Jt was the noise of the 
collision. Men shouted, there were curses 
and groans, and the ship staggered as if 
struck by a mighty blow from Heaven. 
Then the chief engineer shouted: “All 
hands on deck and quickly for your lives.’ 

“I rushed up the companionway. It 
was pitch dark, but there was positively 
no fog —I felt the ship reeling under my 
feet, and, looking round, saw the sten: of 
the Tovarisch wedged in the starboard 
quarter of our ship, with her howspr't 
stretching across our decks. 


LOOKING DOWN ON WHIRLPOOL. 

‘“‘T ran to the engine room stairs and 
called to my pal, Alcoto Melchoir, the 
twenty-three years old engineer’s apprer.- 
tice.’ A piece of iron struck me on the 
shoulder as I did so, but I was too frantic 
to feel it. 

“There were two tremendous reports, 
which, I believe, were the boilers explod- 
ing. The water by this time was up to 
my neck. I did not see Alcoto. I 
managed to grasp a broken chain hanv- 
ing from the Tovarisch’s bowsprit. As T

WIRELESS, 
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PHOTOGRAPH OF NEW 
ISSUE SENT TO LONDON. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

A wireless photo of a half-page adver- 
tisement, announcing a new financial 
issue, was transmitted from New York to 
London during the week-end for publica- 
tion in European newspapers—the first 
time in history that such a thing has 
been done. 

The announcement of the transmission 
feat was made by the Radio Corporation 
of America and Hallgarten and Company. 

The advertisement is of a new issue of 
41,000,000 dollars in bonds of the Province 
of Buenos Ayres. 

It is believed that this is also the first 
time an American banking syndicate has 
advertised a foreign loan over its own 
signature abroad. 

The announcement gains further signi- 
ficance in that it may be the forerunner 
ot international syndication for bond 
issues by American banking syndicates, 
which in the past have reserved portions 
of their issues for separate offerings 
abroad by European honses. 

The advertisement announcing the bond 
offering was filed for transmission at the 
central trafic offices of the Radio Cor- 
oration of America, Broad street, New 
York, and sent by radio to the distant 
receiver in London. 

In addition to those required for Lon- 
don, other photographic copies were 
rushed to a waiting aeroplane and de- 
livered in Paris a few hours later for in- 
sertion in the French newspapers.

Writing on the subject of the raid which 
was. carried out vesterday on the farm 
owned by the Fradin family at Glozel, the 
Journal states that two ‘policemen who 
came from Clermont appeared entirely 
unexpectedly at the farm. The police 
searched the house and the out-buildings. 
After they. had discovered certain large 
stones, which looked as if they had been 
freshly engraved, they seized a number 
of pieces in the museum. They afterwards 
questioned M. Fradin. 

According to the Matin, the visitors 
who were in the museum were asked to 
withdraw. The investigation started in 
the stable, where the police discovered, 
hidden in holes in the walls, six large 
‘tones, some of which appeared to have 
been freshly engraved. 

M. Fradin, according to the newspaper, 

emed to be very much put out, and 
leclared” that he was unaware that the 
tones were there, and that they had 
en brought there to throw discredit on 
Glozel. He stated that last Sunday he 
had to ask visitors to leave the stables. 

The police raid followed a dramatic 
move by the Société Préhistorique de 
France, bringing an action against a 
person unknown, for swindling. The 
Société asserts. as a ground for the action, 
that Glozel is a vast hoax, tending to 
discredit French science; and the magis- 
trate at Moulins, as soon as he was noti- 
fied of the Société’s suit, issued a warrant 
to the police to search the Fradin’s farm.

MYSTERY OF CANCELLED $.0.S. 

The mystery of the 8.0.8. which. 1s 
state@ to have been cancelled, and so 
delayed the lifeboats three hours, remains 
unsolved for the moment. 

Captain Frnedmann, of the Russian 
ship, told me yesterday that he would 
not make a statement until Monday. I 
saw him in his cabin, which is. hung with 
pictures of Lenin and Trotsky and. other 
Soviet leaders. 

‘IT have a stack of papers a foot high 
to go through before I can say anything,”’ 
he said, “ but I shall be ready to give you 
a full account of what happened 
to-morrow.’ 

He was again closetted for over two 
hours to-day with Mr. Kaupel, who has 
come trom London as a representative cf 
the Arcos Shipping Company. 

“There is so much to be attended to,” 
Mr. Kaupel told me, ‘‘and so little time 
to do it in, that you must give me another 
twenty-four hours before we can talk.’’ 


TOVARISCH BADLY DAMAGED. 

It was possible to-day to see the full 
extent of the damage to the Tovarisch. 
Her stem, to a distance of fifteen feet from 
the’ water line, is smashed in and 
buckled; plates are ripped right off. and 
crushed, and the chains from the bowsprit 
have been snapped as though made of 
string. 

The Customs authorities have granted 
permission for the 100 cadets on board to 
come ashore; but, so far, the captain has 
not given his sanction to shore leave. 


BUILT IN BELFAST. 

The Tovarisch is one of the last sailing 
ships built in Belfast. She was con- 
structed by Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., as the Lauriston, in 1892, for a 
London firm, and her dimensions are: 284 
feet long by 42 feet beam, with a tonnage 
of 2,472 She is. a steel four-masted 
barque now owned in Leningrad. 


TRAWLER AGROUND ON SANDS. 

The crew of the Hull trawler, Isle of 
Wight, had a thrilling experience on the 
Aberdeenshire coast on Saturday night, 
when their vessel grounded on the sands 
near the mouth of the River Ythan. 

The vessel was proceeding from Hull to 
the Moray Firth, and when off the 
Aberdeenshire coast, ran into a dense fog 
and slipped over a sandbank into a large 
sheet of water lying between the sandbank 
and the shore. After drifting for about 4 
mile the trawler stranded. Distress 
signals were sent up, and the Belhelvie 
coastguards and the Newburgh and 
Aberdeen lifeboats went to the vessel’s 
assistance. The crew were ultimately 
rescued by the Newburgh lifeboat.

Prior to last Saturday’s game one would 
have. preferred some heavy forward selected 
in preference to Browne, as it was apparent 
in the English match that there was not room 
for Clinch and Browne on the same team if 
neither put a fair amount of weight into the 
scrimmaging work. On Saturday both worked 
like Trojans, with the result that Ireland had 
a pull in the scrimmages. - Both also played 
well in the loose, and certainly Browne, on his 
play. in this game, merited retention.

SCOTLAND OUTPLAYED. 


In its description of the Rugby match 
at Murrayfield, The Times says :— 

Seotland were altogether outplayed, and, 
although they made a slight recovery at the 
end of the first half after a disastrous quarter 
of an hour, they went from bad to worse in 
the second half, during which they rarely got 
beyond half-way. At the end they were 
doing a little better once more, but only in 
defence. 

The Scottish defeat. was due ‘almost entirely 
to reckless experiments in team-building, and 
the selectors will probably hesitate hefore 
again bringing into a national fifteen players 
of insufficient experience, and they may now 
have regrets that they did not leave well 
alone—the team which won their first two 
matches against New South Wales and 
France.

The Irish forwards 
went into the scrummages as a solid unit, 
and if they did not outplay the Scottish eight 
they yet held their own to an extent that 
gave their backs no ground for fear. 

The outstanding man in the team was J. BR. 
Ganly, who played in the centre, though in 
the past he has appeared in international 
matches on the wing. Ganly’s daring breaks, 
through his clever running and taking of the 
return pass, meant a great deal to his side, 
and when danger threatened Scotland it came 
generally through his brilliance.

SATISFACTORY REPORTS 
FROM WEXFORD. 


The reports from Wexford are again 
satisfactory. On Saturday and Sunday 
1544 animals were examined by the 
investigating staff. The licensing staff on 
these two days at one centre examined 
695 animals, at a second 870, and at the 
third 40 and at the fourth 92. All these 
3.241 animals were found free from 
disease. 

By an Order of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries in London, animals 
shipped from any authorised port in Ire- 
land, except Rosslare and Wexford, and 
landed at Birkenhead, Manchester, Glas- 
gow, Holyhead or Fishguard after 26th 
instant may be licensed by the Ministry’s 
Inspector to a place of detention for 
slaughter there within ten days. Animals 
so licensed must be moved by the nearest 
available route and must not be brought 
in contact with other animals while being 
moved or while under detention. 


NO SHIPMENTS OF CATTLE

STORMY IRISH DAYS 
"RECALLED. 


FROM AGITATION TO 
CONCILIATION,

We regret to learn that Mr. William 
O’Brien, a former member of the Irish 
Nationalist .Parliamentary Party, died 
suddenly in the Belgravia Hotel, Victoria, 
London, on Saturday night last, aged 
seventy-five years. 

Mr. O’Brien took a prominent part in 
the Home Rule and the land campaigns 
which were waged so vehemently in the 
‘eighties of last century. A picturesque 
figure, an impassioned speaker and a 
ready journalist, he found himself on 
more than one occasion in the clutches of 
the law, and he had spent at least two 
years in jail from time to time as a 
political offender. 
ever, were devoted to conciliation, and he 
sought earnestly to promote good-will 
among all sections of the Irish people. 

Mr. O’Brien arrived in London from his 
Mallow residence on Tuesday last, but 
after the journey he felt far from well. 
He was sitting reading with Mrs. O’Brien 
in his room at the hotel at about nine 
o’clock on Saturday night, when he fell 
back in his chair and died. 

It is understood that Mr. . O’Brien’s 
remains will be conveyed from London to 
Mallow to-night, but the date of the 
funeral has not yet been fixed. 


EXPRESSIONS OF REGRET. 
Both Mr. Augustine Birrell, a former 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and Mr. 
Lloyd George expressed their regret to a 
s representative when they were told 
of Mr. O’Brien’s death. i 
“It is extraordinary that a man who 
had led such a tempestuous life should 
have had such a peaceful end,” said Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, who was Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland from 1920 to 1922. “I 
am sorry to hear of his death. Mr. 
O'Brien was one of the old guard, who 
are, unhappily, very rapidly passing 
away. I knew him in the House of 
Commons, but I did not come into contact 
with him while I was Chief Secretary. 
He used to write me very long letters, 
however, and from these I knew that 
during his later career he had a sincere 
desire for good feeling between Ireland 
os England, as, indeed, all Irishmen 
lave. 


THE NEWS In CORK. 

Our Cork Correspondent states that the 
news of Mr. William O’Brien’s death has 
been received there with very sincere re- 
gret by the older generation of citizens. 
One of his best rememberd acts was the 
establishment of an Advisory Committee 
in Cork which, after the passing of the 
1905 Land Purchase Act, was instrumen- 
tal. in assisting hundreds of farmers in 
Cork County and throughout Munster to 
become proprietors of their holdings on 
very reasonable terms. Mr. O’Brien on 
the outbreak of the European War took 
a prominent part in inducing young men 
to enlist, and in this effort he was cor- 
dially supported by Lord Dunraven, Lord 
Parrymore (a former political opponent), 
Lord Castletown of Upper Ossory and Sir 
John Keane. Mrs. O’Brien was noted for 
ber charity, and the fullest sympathy ol 
so Cork people is extended to her in her 
oss. 


DR. COHALAN’S TRIBUTE. 

At the annuale meeting of the Cork 
Young Men’s Society yesterday the Most 
Rev. Dr. Cohalan (Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Cork), referring to the death of Mr. 
William O’Brien, said that he would be a 
very narrow-minded man, indeed, who, 
over his remains and shortly over his 
tomb, would not pay him the tribute of 
being a great County Cork man, and a 
great Irishman, who had given to Ire- 
land, in a very unstinted way, the most 
disinterested and chivalrous service—a 
ervice in which he was prepared to give 
anything and everything for Ireland. It 
was not merely that—but by his own per- 
sonal activities he had done very matéria!

O'BHIEN'S POLITICAL 

ACTIVITIES. 

Born at, Mallow, Co. Cork, on October 
2, 1852, William O'Brien was the son of 
Jamcs O'Brien, managing clerk to a local 
solicitor, and Kate, daughter of James 
Nagle. He was educated at Cloyne 
Diocesan College and Queen’s College, 
Cork, and joined the Cork Datly Herald 
as a junior reporter when 17 years of 
age, taking a law scholarship afterwards 
at the Queen's College, Cork. His 
journalistic and literary activities soon. led 
him into politics, and the Parnellite Home 
Rule agitation found in him a warm 
adherent. 

In 1875 Mr. O’Brien obtained a position 
as a political writer on the Freeman's 
Journal, Dublin, and when the Irish 
National League was founded by Mr. 
Parnell in 1879 Mr..O’Brien became one 
of its warmest supporters. - Aiter five 
years’. work on the Freeman’s Journal 
Mr. O’Brien left that paper in 1880 in 
delicate health, and a year later he 
‘founded United Ireland, which became 
Mr. Parnell s chief organ. 

A month after United Ireland had been 
started Mr. O’Brien found himself, with 
Mr. Parnell and others, imprisoned as a 
“‘treasonable suspect’? in Kilmainham 
Jail under the Forster Coercion Act. The 
“No Rent Manifesto” was issued as a 
counterblast to the arrests, and the 
National League was then suppressed by 
Mr. Forster. But the situation, then 
acute, was eased early in 1882 by the 
“Kilmainham Treaty,” under which all 
the “suspects’’ were released, and Mr. 
O’Brien then returned to the editorial 
chair of United Ireland 


POLITICAL OFFENCES. 

During his stormy political career Mr. 
O’Brien was prosecuted nine times in all 
for political offences, and he spent a total 
period of over two years in prison. The 
Crimes Act, which followed the Phcenix 
Park murders, was a subject of strong 
protest by Mr. O’Brien. which led to a 
prosecution for criminal libel, based on 
an editorial article entitled “ Accusing 
Spirits,’’ printed in United Ireland. 

A passionate and voluminous speaker 
on Nationalist platforms, Mr. O’Brien 
became a political storm centre, and in 
1883 he entered the Imperial Parliament 
as member for his native town of Mallow,

which he continued to represent until the- 


extinction of Mallow as a Parliamentary 
borough under the Redistribution Act of 
1885. In 1885 Mr. O’Brien was returned 
for South Tyrone by a majority of 55 
votes over his Unionist opponent Captain 
the Hon. Somerset Maxwell, afterwards 
Lord Farnham. In the following year 
he was defeated by Mr. T. W. (afterwards 
Sir Thomas) Russell, then a Liberal- 
Unionist, by a majority of 99 votes, and 
thereafter Mr. O’Brien was returned un- 
opposed for North-East Cork, - 


THE LAND WAR. 

Lord Salisbury’s Government came into 
office on the defeat of Mr. Gladstone's 
firs; Home Rule Bill, and thereafter a 
vigorous phase of the land war was 
inaugurated in Ireland. In this Mr. 
O’Brien took a leading part, both in his 
journal and on the public platform, and

DESTROYED.

A serious outbreak of fire caused the 
destruction of a numbér of business 
premises in Packenham street, Belfast, 
yesterday morning. á

WHY MR. HINKLER 
LANDED. 


TERRLFIC HEAT AND 
DUST CLOUDS. 
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From “ Trae Trmes’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

LONGREACH, Sunday. 
Mr. Hinkler, lack of news of whose 
progress after leaving Darwin on Friday 
morning had given rise to anxiety, landed 
here at 4.54 p.m. to-day. He looked 
tired and worn out, but otherwise he is 
well, He made intermediate landings 
at Cloncurry, McKinlay and Winton. 

In a statement he made at Cloncurry, 
Mr. Hinkler said :—'"I left Darwin at 7 
o'clock on Friday morning. After two 
hours I passed over Katherine, and then 
turned into the desert, where flying condi- 
tions were bad. The sun was in my face, 
and there was a strong head wind, with 
clouds of dust which made visibility bad. 
The heat was terrific, burning my face 
and arms. After about five hours’ battling 
against these conditions, I thought it was 
time to look for a landing place. I saw 
a windmill in the distance, and decided 
to land there, as I thought I should at 
least get water and might see someone 
who could tell me where I was. The only 
map I had was imperfect. I landed safely 
and got a drink of water, but could see 
nobody. 

“ Shortly afterwards an aborigine came 
along, and, though he could hardly speak 
English, I learned that I was between 
Brunette and Alexandria, about forty 
miles from the latter place. I tried to 
fly my machine, but the heat was so great 
and the air so heavy that it would not 
rise, so I decided to stop till morning. I 
had tea and made myself comfortable for 
the night.” 

Mr. Hinkler is re-fuelling to-night in 
readiness to start at daybreak on the last 
lap of the journey to Bundaberg, 550 
miles.

THE BANNED FILM.

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PRIVATE VIEW OF “DAWN” 
PREVENTED. 


“Dawn,” the Nurse Cavell film, can- 
not be shown at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday. The authorities who control the 
hall cannot allow it. 

This was the dramatic announcement 
made by Mr. Herbert Wilcox, the film 
producer, in London, on Saturday. 

“Dawn”. has had a history of sensa- 
tions. It was banned by the British 
Board of Film Censors last week. As a 
result Mr. Wilcox arranged a private 
show at the Albert Hall of “ Dawn.”’ 

This followed protests by the German 
Foreign Office and by Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, the British Foreign Secretary, 
that the film would re-open war-time 
animosities. 

Mr. Herbert Wilcox had received 90,000 
applications for seats for the cancelled 
show, but at the most the hall will hold 
only 10,000. ) 

Mr. C. B. Cochran, manager of the 
Royal Albert Hall, interviewed in Man- 
chester last night on the banning of 
“Dawn,” said—I am very sorry at the 
decision of the London County Council, 
and I hope that when they have seen the 
film they will allow it to be shown. Its 
exhibition at the Albert Hall, I believe, 1s 
only deferred. 

The Dean of Durham (Bishop Welldon), 
interviewed yesterday, said—I cannot but 
hold that the exhibition of such a film 
would be undesirable in the interests of 
international good-will. Having remarked 
that guilt in respect of the Great War 
rested upon the ex-Kaiser and his coun- 
sellors, Bishop Welldon referred to the 
strongly pacific policy now being pursued 
by Germany, and added: “ Can it be 
worth while to revive in an almost 
wantonly provocative manner the memory

NO SIGN OF A HARTAL IN 

THE CITY.

MADRAS, Sunday. 

The members of the Simon .Commission 
arrived here this morning, and were wel- 
comed by a very large gathering of Indians 
inside the station. All communities were 
represented, but chiefly the Moslems and the 
depressed classes. The Governor's personal 
staff, the Chief Secretary of the Madras Go- 
vernment, and many leading officials were 
also present. 

Sir John Simon was garlanded by the re- 
presentatives of the South Indian land- 
owners, the Moslems, and the depressed 
classes and other leaders of the deputation, 
including a group of the Adi Dravida ladies, 
who accorded a hearty greeting to Lady 
Strathcona. 

After hearty greetings, and decorated with 
innumerable garlands, the members of the 
Commission left the station. Sir Johan Simon 
is the guest of Mr. Justice Jackson, of the 
High Court, and his colleagues are staying 
at Government House. 

The parties pledged to boycott the Com- 
mission were nowhere visible. There were 
no hostile demonstrations of any kind any- 
where, and only a small number of sight- 
seers had gathered outside the central 
station. The authorities had made efficient 
arrangements for policing the city, the local 
force being strengthened by some hundreds 
of the Malabar Special Police, who did ¢ 
work during the last Moplah rebellion. Motor 
lorries filled with armed police patrolled the 
city, and all important cross-roads were 
guarded by police pickets.

EXPERTS’ VIEWS. 

Considerable scepticism regarding the 
invention in the absence of further details 
is expressed in scientific circles in London. 

Sir Oliver - Lodge, speaking to a 
Sunday ‘Express representative, said: 
‘Let me say at once that I do not under- 
stand it. and that, moreover, Í am not 
prepared to believe if. 

“The information concerning the new 
motor is extremely vague and scanty, and 
I cannot base a definite opinion-on it. At 
the same time, I cannot see how the rota- 
tion of the earth can be applied to an 
electro-magnet so as to produce sufficient 
power to drive an airplane. Such a thing 
is entirely outside my experience.” 

Dr. E. E, Fournier d’Albe, the French 
physicist and electrical expert, was 
equally sceptical. 

“The claim sounds to me extremely 
doubtful,’’ he said. “On the face of it 
I do not see how the magnetism of the 
earth can be utilised to produce the high 
power called for in airplane motors. 

‘‘Karth-magnetism is capable of affect- 
ing delicate galvanic instruments, but not 
driving units whose herse-power is 
measured in hundreds or thousands. ' ' 

Mr. Shrapnell-Smith, President oí the 
Commercial Motor Users’ Association, de- 
clared that if the claims, made for the 
invention were true it would revolutionise 
land as well as air transport. 


CHICAGO TRAIN 
* HOLD-UP.” 
£26,000 HAUL BY 
BANDITS.

CHICAGO, Sunday. 

Using homely, old-fashioned methods, 
six neatly-masked robbers yesterday did 
their bit in maintaining Chicago’s reputa- 
tion by holding up a Grand Trunk mai! 
train, nine miles south of the city. They 
escaped with some 133,000 dollars. 

This revival of nineteenth century melo- 
drama was staged at the suburb of Ever- 
green, Park, where a similar robbery took 
place a year ago. 

The procedure was brief, simple and 
efficient, with the result that a hundred 
passengers were terrorised, a mail clerk 
was maltreated, and two bags, conta!: 
the pay roll of’ a steel company, were 
transferred from the mail car to a motor 
car, which conveyed the six bandits, 
without loss of time, to a destination 
which is still unknown to the police. 

The engine-driver saw a warning flag and 
brought the train to a stand-still, to find 
a band of masked desperadoes by the side 
of the track. Two of them covered the 
engine-driver and the fireman with sawed- 
o:t shotguns, while two others bundled 
the remainder of the officials into a rear 
car, and the remaining couple expedi- 
tiously dynamited the locked door of the 
mail coach as well as the door of the 
safe.

A SHOT IN THE NIGHT. 


ELDERLY MAN’S DEATH 

NEAR SURREY VILLAGE. 

The firing of a shot-gun in a lonely 
district. on the outskirts of Bletchingley, 
Surrey, startled people living in the 
vicinity late on Saturday night.

The principle of ganibling conflicts with 
a fundamental principle of community 
life, the Rev. Dr. Luce, F.,T.C.D.; said 
when preaching yesterday morning at the 
Magdalen Church, Lower Leeson street, 
Dublin. Herbert Spencer called gambling” 
“ anti-social.””’ That adjective is just. 
Society rests on an exchange of services 
for mutual advantage. In all legitimate 
business both parties to the ° transaction 
gain. In gambling there is no exchange; 
one party — the other loses. Every 
serious gambler is trying to get something 
for nothing. If he makes a living by 
gambling he makes it at the expense of 
the community, to which he contributes 
nothing in return. Gambling, from the 
State’s point of view, surely is a non- 
productive occupation, spelling economic 
loss to the community, as well as moral 
disaster to the gambler. 

Considering gambling from the stand- 
point of public policy, not merely of 
private practice, Dr. Luce referred to 
Canon Peter Greene, who is an authority 
on the gambling problem. ‘Canon Greene 
was once challenged to show that it is 
wrong to bet a box of chocolates against 
a tin of tobacco on the result of a boat 
race. Quite rightly he declined the 
challenge, saying that any great moral 
problem can be made to look ridiculous 
by trivialities. The same reply may be 
made, Dr. Luce continued, to the person 
who contends there is no harm in a quiet 
game of cards, and who, having secured 
that admission, proceeds to whitewash the 
gambler and justify gambling. Not only 
trifling issues, but different issues, are 
introduced to confuse the theme. 
Gambling, it is said, in moderation is 
innocent, but in excess is wrong. The 
question of excess should not be brought 
in at all: it clouds the main issue. In 
this respect gambling differs from alcoholic 
intemperance, In drunkenness excess is 
the sin; in gambling excess is.an aggrava- 
tion, but fot the malady itself. 

GAMBLING AND GAMING. 

Tf we know the nature of gambling and 
distinguish it carefully from gaming we 
have a basis of pretty general agreement 
on the moral issue. None of us wishes to 
be censorious of other people’s amuse- 
ments; but amusement and gambling 
associated as at present they are in 
practice, are perfectly distinguishable in 
thought. When we think of the nature of 
gambling, or when we hear what parish 
clergy tell of its results, men of good-will 
can hardly escape the conclusion that 
gambling is absolutely wrong. The diffi- 
culty lies not as much in deciding whether 
gambling: is right or wrong, but in 
deciding whether this or that occupation 
is @ game or a gamble. Charles Lamb in 
his well-known essay on Mrs. Battle's 
opinions of whist, speaks of cards as a 
'“ temporary illusion, in truth a mere 
drama; for we do but play at being 
mightily concerned.’’ 

No one conscious of the beam in his own 
eye will find serious fault with Sarah 
Battle for liking the rigour of the game. 
Of course what we begin in play we may 
continie in earnest. It is not easy to 
draw the line in all cases. There are 
many important considerations — the 
amount of the wager, the circumstances of 
the players, the persona] equation, the 
force of example and _  influence—that 
make it difficult to lay down for other 
folk hard and fast distinctions as to the 
difierence between gambling and a game. 
To make the distinction and to draw the 
Ime in actual life is the duty of indi- 
vidual conscience 'mot of the moralist. 
Moral judgment should be reserved for 
moral questions. We are asked to make 
up our minds whether gambling is right 
or wrong. Can we hesitate when we see 
what is meant by the term? It is not 
merely gambling, not a social pastime, 
but the gambling that costs England two 
bundred and fifty million pounds annually 
in bets alone; that which hampers 
industry and commerce; that which ex- 
periencea pastors dread in their parishes 
as they dread drink; ,that which is 
the direct cause of poverty, crime, misery 
ahd vice. Gambling as a serious pursuit, 
as a business or as a rival to business: 
gembling as a field for legislation ; 
gambling that taxes a man’s time or in- 
terest, that impairs his mind and lowers 
his morals. Can there be two opinions? 
surely all serious gambling is wrong abro- 
lutely. 

VIOLATING THE MORAL LAW. 

Consider what gambling intrinsically 
is An act of gamblmg consists of two 
parts, external and internal. The two 
parts are not separate, but they are dis- 
tinct, like body and spirit. The external 
aspect, the corpus of the act, is the trans- 
ference of the stake from one party to 
the other. The other part, the spirit of 
the gamble, is what takes place in the 
mind of the gambler. In both parts 
there seems to be a specific violation of 
the moral law; the act of mind involved 
is contrary to one’s duty to oneself; the 
external transaction is contrary to our 
duty to our neighbour. 

Gambling is not simply greed.- The 
gambler is a votary of Fortune. The 
essence of the gambling contract, or its 
subjective psychological side, is the chance 
im every bet, wager, lottery and pure 
speculation. All hinges cn uncertainty. 
Where knowledge and skill enter, 
gambling ceases. No one bets on a cer- 
tainty. The gambler in the very 
act of gambling surrenders his rational 
nature for the time being. They say you 
can never trust the’ word of a gambler. 
Small wonder. Uncertainty is his element 
and has passed into the fabric of his soul, 
producing instability of character, and at 
times, alas, the very suicide of reason. 
So, apart from the stake, apart from the 
wrong to the other party, the gambler is 
wronging himself by sapping the founda- 
tions of his rational nature. 


THE TRANSFER OF THE STAKE. 

The psychologist can appreciate fully 
the turpitude of deliberate unreason. ; 
The average man requires some clearer 
proof that gambling is wrong. In an act 
of gambling, as seen from outside, the 
central point is the transference of the 
stake from one pocket to the other. Is 
that transference morally right? Is it 
right for the winner to have and to use 
and to regard as his own that which, be- 
fore the spin of the coin or the turn of 
the wheel, belonged to the loser? At 
first sight we would say “' yes,” because 
there is mutual consent. But some con- 
sents are null and void ab initio. Is it 
not so here? The sum of money as a 
stake ‘rather cloaks the issue. Money is 
a symbol and a medium, and does not 
carry the mark of personal ownership. 
But if the stake were real wealth, house 
or land or product of the brain or hand 
of the loser, surely in that case the 
winner would hesitate to take possession. 

The law frowns upon most contracts of 
chance. ' If the winner had a valid title 
to the property of the loser, how could 
the law refuse to sustain it?

The aim of Fianna Fáil was to take control 
out of their hands, and he believed that the 
next selection would see Cumann na 
nGaedheal completely wiped out. At present 
they were checkmated, and with the next 
push they would be sent over the precipice. 
THE SENATE. 

Mr. Seán Lemass, T.D., said that there had 
been a Committee set up to see how the 
existing Senate could be made a live institu- 
tion. Fianna Fáil were opposed to the set- 
ting-up of that Committee. They held that 
there was no need for such an institution as 
the Senate in this country. It was too costly, 
and its abolition would be a decided national 
advance. When it was set up they were 
told that a second Chamber would act as a 
brake or cooling Chamber on hasty legislation, 
but it had failed in that purpose. It had 
shown more panic in enacting hasty legisla- 
tion than the Dail, and the Government had 
never found any difficulty in bringing it to 
heel. The present Government was very safe 
with the Senate, but a Fianna Fáil Executive 
would have to fight it every step, and they 
intended to see that the Imperial minority 
in the Senate would not be vested with 
powers to impede national progress. The 
national fight was not‘yet over. They should 
continue to prepare the ground to sweep 
away the present barriers until they came 
face to face with the old foe again. 

It was a matter of considerable importance 
to Irish Nationalists that the Senate should 
be abolished. 4, might be found desirable 
to set up a national economic council, which 
might become a Second Chamber after a 
time. If the Government’s intention was 
carried out, the Second Chamber would 
become a purely nominated body.. If that 
occurred, it might be necessary to adopt 
drastic methods td' dispose of the institution. 
He knew that in the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party there were men who were in favour 
of the abolition of 'the Senate, but who had 
not the courage to say in public what they 
told him in private. 

Referring to the debate in the Dail on the 
Carlow Sugar Beet Factory, he denied that 
he or his party was opposed to the subsidy 
for the factory, or that they made any attack 
on Irish workers. He argued that a smaller 
subsidy would have secured the same results, 
and that the company had taken the most 
adequate measures to see that its own in- 
terests were secure. At the end of ten years 
they could sell or scrap the factory, and the 
people would be back in the position that 
they were in at ithe beginning. He added 
that the factoré, the subsidy, and the 
management formed one story of inefficiency, 
and that the Government who were respon- 
sible for it were not fit to manage a news: 
paper stall. 

THE MATTER OF TARIFFS. 

On the question of tariffs, which was still 
under discussion in the Dail, he said that 
any machinery for the protection of Irish 
industries would not be completely successful 
without the full support of the Irish people, 
and he appealed to the people, when 
buying, to demand Irish-made _ goods. 
He also referred to the question of 
the political prisoners, and said that the 
Government was acting In a mean way 
towards the men who were rescued from 
Mountjoy Prison in 1925, If the Government 
wanted to do the decent thing it would allow 
these men to return to their homes and 
families, now that so many years had elapsed. 
If political progress were to be made in 
this country everything making for bitterness 
and division should be removed from national 
ife—they wanted the people to. come together 
for the national good again, Referring to the 
Government's motion to declare vacant the 
seat held by Mr. James Larkin in North 
Dublin City, he said that this motion struck 
at the very root of democratic government, A 
similar resolution could be passed in respect 
of any body or any constituency, and it was 
a move which all. Deputies, no matter to 
what party they belonged, should combine to 
defeat. 

Mr. S. T. O'Kelly, T.D.,. who also 
addressed the meeting, said thaf they were 
beaten militarily by the Free State Govern- 
ment in 1922, and for the time being they 
had decided to try other means-to beat the 
old enemy. There was a political machine in 
the country which they could capture and 
use to beat the British.

FIRST SODS CUT BY 
PARISHIONERS. 


A remarkable scene was witnessed in Bel- 
fast on Saturday afternoon, when a number 
of volunteer workers, in response to an 
appeal by the Rev. Herbert Lindsay, arrived 
at the site of St. Bartholomew’s new parish 
Church and commenced preparing the ground 
for the building. They carried picks, 
spades and shovels, while several brought 
whecibarvanth | 

The men were received by the Rev. Her- 
bert Lindsay, the rector, and, under the 
direction of the architect, Mr. W. D. R. 
Taggart, M.I.M.I.C., set to work levelling 
the ground. The efforts of these voluntary 
workers will save between £50 and £100 in 
the cost of erecting the new Church. 

The first sod was cut by Captain C. W. 
Hinds, people’s churchwarden, in memory of 
the late Mr. David Hoy, who was for ten 
years a churchwarden. Other sods were cut 
by Mr. E. H. Anderson, representing thé 
schools, and Mr. John Faulkiner, treasurer, 
and these sods were afterwards auctioned, 
the first being sold for 25s. in aid of the 
building fund.

We conduct our Church disputes better 
than they do in England—e.g., Darwen. 
We do not forget we are all Church- 
men; we are a democratic Church;

A NOTE OF BITTERNESS. 

In. later, years Mr, O’Brien, in his writ- 
ings, threw some light upon. events in which 
he had played + ladliti part. “Twenty years 
afterwards he was apparently feeling ‘bitter 
over the seizure by Mr. Farnell of United 
Ireland in 1801, for he wrote in“ An Olive 
Branch: in Ireland and Its History ” (1910) : 

“ Under the .circumstances, it’ was “not, a 
very kind or scrupulous thing in the absence 
of a man. who 
of his. .life..to. the. foundation. of 
the paper—yegrs of unbroken resistance to 
seemingly omnipotent odds, such as-no news- 
paper every survived before.. But such is 
civil war; and mv personal ill-treatment 
never for a moment occurred to mie as a 
reason for declining to. meet..Parnell at 
Boulogne on the country’s business—no more 
than, indeed, did to him the fact*that a few 
days after the seizure of United /reland he 
went within an ate himself of being dragged 
out of the train and lynched by my indig- 
nant fellow-townsmen in Mallow.” 


‘THE UNITED IRISH LEAGUE. 

The resignation of Mtyyfustin McCarthy as 
leader of the Anti-Parnellifes and the ap- 
ointment of Mr. John Dillon in Ins stead 
failed to reconcile Mr. O’Brien to the ‘party, 
and he founded the United Irish League and 
established its newspaper, the /rish People, 
in 1898. He sought, but failed, to become 
the Nationalist leader, and in 1900, as stated, 
the Nationalist Party became re-united under 
Mr. Redmond, who had remained faithful to 
the Parnellite leadership and tradition. 
American financial support dried up as a 
result of the squabbling, and the people of 
Ireland became apathetic. Mr. O’Brien was 
described by Mr. Justin McCarthy, his one- 
time colleague, as ‘‘a typical figure of the 
Trish agitator during his time.” The United 
Irish League became the most powerful popu- 
lar organisation. The Jrish People was 
finally suppressed by the British Govern- 
ment for publishing a libel on King Edward 
in 1902, and was never revived. 

The “ Conciliation ’” Camapign, in which 
Mr. O’Brien disclosed a new phase of his 
many-hued political activity, followed. Mr. 
O’Brien. became a member of the Land Con- 
ference, which he warmly supported, and 
Mr.. George Wyndham’s Land Act» of 
1905 was one of the most noted fruits 
it bore. A large section of Nationalists 
strongly opposed ‘‘Conciliation,” but Mr. 
‘O’Brien retained the support of Cork City 
and County. returning ten members to the 
British Parliament. 


IRISH COUNCILS BILL. 

Mr. O’Brien supported the Irish-Councils 
Bill, but it was rejected by a National Con- 
vention in Dublin in 1907,. He strongly 
criticised _ the Nationalist Parliamentary 
Party, Mr. Joseph Devlin and the Board of 
Erin, Ancient Order of Hibernians, for reject- 
ing the Councils Bill. He became greatly 
incensed at the party policy towards the 
Wyndham Land Act, and on being howled 
down at a Dublin convention, announced his 
decision to retire permanently from public 
life, and weni to live in Italy in the autumh 
of 1909. He came back to Ireland, however, 
in November, re-entered the political arena, 
and started a newspaper calledi Zhe Cork 
Acvent, which was followed in January, 1910, 
by a daily newspaper, the Cork Free Preas. 

In pursuance of his “ Conciliation’’ policy, 
Mr, O’Brien established the ‘‘All-For-Ireland ”’ 
League. He continued to denounce his 
former colleagues and the ‘‘ Board of Erin.” 
At the General Election of 1910, Mr, O’Brien 
and several of his followers were returned for 
Cork City and County, 

Upon the introduction of the Home Rule 
Bill, in 1912, Mr. O’Brien supported the 
measure, but criticised” its financial provisions 
‘as being ‘‘ unsafe and unjust.’’ Afterwards 
his criticism became stronger, and when the 
Irish Party accepted the measure as a ‘‘final 
settlement,’’ he denounced it, at Cork on 
March Ist, 1913, as “a beggarly bill, a rotten 
bill and an unworkable bill,” Mr. O’Brien’s 
‘* All-For-Ireland’’ League passed a resolution 
advocating the settlement of the Irish 
question by a conference, but the resolution 
was ignored by the Liberal Government, and 
finally the Home Rule Bill was “hung up" 
until after the war of 1914. Then came the 
Irish Rebellion of 1916, and Mr. O’Brien and 
his party, as well as the entire “ constitu- 
tional movement,’’ disappeared in the General 
Election. of 1918. . . 

A YOUTHFUL SCHEME. 

Mr. O’Brien was a staunch advocate of 
the late. Lord Dunraven’s Devolution scheme. 
His efforts to promote conciliation during his 
later Parialmentary career. are in marke 
contrast ‘to that fervid partisanship of his 
earlier days. He himself has told us how in 
these days he had thought of making a sur- 
prise: attack on Dublin Castle and kidnap- 
prhg the Lord Lieutenant. The Fenians,‘ how- 
ever, would not risk it, and*the scheme feli 
through. The virulence: of his Féaitreach 
Lord Spencer passed all bounds In aiter 

ears, however, Mr. O’Brien realised that in 
tarl Spencer Ireland had a Lord Lieutenant 
of great courage and of splendid character 
and gualities, and he professed himself will. 
ing to atone for his unjust attacks’ by black- 
ing Earl! Spencer’s boots.. 

In 1800 Mr. O’Brien. married Sophie, 
daughter of Herman Raffalovich, of Paris, 
and the ‘union was a singularly happy ohe. 
Mr. O'Brien's published works : include 
“4 When we Were Bots”’ (1890),-‘* A Queen 
of Meon” (1897), also written in. prison; 
'* Jrish Ideas.' (1894), “ An Olive Branch in 
Ireland and its History”’ (1910), ‘ Eveniny, 
Memories ’’. (1920), “ The Irish Revolution 
‘and how it Came About ”’ at “ Edmund 

urke as an Irishman ” (1924), and ‘‘ The 
Parnell of Real Life’’ (1926).

THE ANTI-RELIGIOUS LAWS. 

This is shown by the anti-réligious: laws 
promuigated by Calles. One oí these laws 
empowers the State Legislatures to regulate 
the number of priests, and one State has fixed 
the number at a single priest for every thirty 
thousand Catholics. That is the law of a 
man who wishes to destroy the Church; a 
law which should not be obeyed.’ In Mexico 
there were only ten thousand priests before 
the outbreak of the preserit persecution, 
though a Catholic priest has much more to do 
than a Protestant minister, especially. in a 
country like Mexico, where the Indians expect 
the padre to look after their bodies as well 
as their souls, to cure their illnesses, educate 
their children, and advise them in all their 
difficulties. 

Another law regarding the. Press says that 
no religious paper can comment on political 
and national affairs. On the face of it, this 
does not seam so bad, but the fact is that no 
religious Catholic paper exists in Mexico to- 
day; Catholic a we of every kind have 
disappeared. Even over the secular Press a 
threat was held in a regulation stating that 
papers showing a marked tendency in favour 
cf religion were not allowed to comment on 
politics If that applied in this country it 
would eliminate ninety per cent. of the news- 
papers. Principles like these are bad on 
paper but worse in practice. | i 
State legislatures claim the right to give 
parishes to men who have not even. been 
ordained, and, instead of there being one 
priest to every thirty thousand Catholics, dis- 
tricts as large as Ireland have no prieste at 
al]. All over, Mexico: Mass has ceased in. all 


houses. Another law forbids theformation of 
any -organisation whose title indicates” that 
it is in any way connected, with: the religious 
ideal:. You have only to look at the Dublin 
telephone directory to. realise what a gap that 
law would make if it were applied here. 
Obviously the Church-could-not obey this law. 
Even if Calles were another St. Louis: the 
Church could not’ have accepted such laws 
from. him, but. he is anyphing but a St. «Louis. 
He is the driving force behind this persecu- 
tion, and is as much the Dictator.ef Mexico 
to-day as Stalin is Dictator of Russia. 


THE REWARD OF THE POLITICIAN. 

Comparing Calles with Oliver Cromwell, 
€aptain McCullagh said that among the most 
Striking , characteristics of - Cromwell: were 
craft, cruelty and hatred of the Catholic 
Church, and these are also the most striking 
characteristics in the character of Calles. But 
whereas» Cromwell had military genius; per- 
sonal bravery, and a belief in the super- 
natural,, Calles. is an: extremely. bad General, 
is devoid of even personal bravery, and has 
no belief in the supernatural. 

His father was a Syrian from Asia Minor, 
his mother an Indian; so he has not a*drop 
of Spanish blood in his yeins.* © Born in 
Guaymas, Sonora, he ‘was successively: ‘a 
teccher; a ‘municipal employé, a bar’ keeper 
and .a miller. .Im- all these occupations he 
failed. Then he took *to politics, and was 
rewarded with the appointmént of police. in- 
speetor. Then; without resigning this: post, 
as ‘the law required, he stood for the 
Governorship, of the State, and-declared him- 
self. elected, though he stood, as a matter of 
fact, at the bottom of the poll. This is the 
man who drew up the anti-religious laws; or

WHEN THE CHANGE BEGAN. 


Who ‘put #@th men in power, the lecturer 
asked. Qu ' Spá Ta —. I am 
sorry. to’ fay ' ge took: ‘when 


we were all rather busy in this part of thé 
world in 1914 and 1915. Anyone who wishes 
to investigate’ this question can examine tha 
reports of the senatorial investigation con- 
ducted at Washington some eight years ago 
and afterwards published. In his last 
message to the American people, Theodore 
Roosevelt said: ‘Mexico is our Balkan 
peninsula;. and during the last five years, 
thanks largely to Mr. Wilson’s able 
assistance, it is reduced to a condition as 
hideous as that of the Balkan Peninsula 
under the Turkish rule. We are in honour 
bound to remedy this wrong.”’ | 

Mr. Henry Lane Wilson, no relative of the 
President, was American ‘Ambassador _ in 
Mexico City at the time Huerta became Presi- 
dent. Ina book recently published Lane places 
on record his conviction that Huerta was a 
good Catholie, an.able soldier, a sincere 
patriot, and an honest. administrator, ' who 
would have made Mexico as prosperous as it 
was in the days of Porfirio Diag, especially 
as he was backed by the best Cabinet that 
any Mexican President ever had. He failed 
and fell from power because President Wilson 
moved heaven and. earth on order to compass 
his overthrow, even allowing an endless sup- 
ply ef arms and ammunition. to be sent to 
his rival, Carranza, across the. Texas border. 
Carranza inaugurated the present anti-clerical 
régime, and drew up the Gesestata Constitu- 
tion of 1917. on which Calles is now basing 
all his anti-religious legislation. 

SUGGESTED IRISH PROTEST. 

The lecturer then gave a number of con- 
crete instances of religious persecution, and 
pointed out that all the foreign diplomats in 
Mexico were opposed to Calles’ Church 
policy, all save the British Minister, who is 
on very friendly terms with Calles and his 
adherents. He. has informed the Foreign 
Office that there is really no persecution, and 
that the bishops could easily put things right 
by signing a few documents. 

If this Minister also informed Calles- that 
the British Empire regarded his war on the 
Church with perfect equanimity, Captain 
McCullagh said he held that Ireland should 
take some steps to make clear to all the 
world that this was not her point of view. 
All Christians in Ireland might very well 
take part in such a step. In order to obtain 
material on which to base their protest they 
had only to get a copy of the anti-religious 
laws and copies of ‘‘The New Republic ”’ 
and other American periodicals, ordinarily 
favourable to Calles, which condemn him 
strongly for the illegality and cruelty he has 
shown in his persecution of the Catholic 
Church, 

The proceeds of the lecture were in aid of 
the fund for the St. James’s Bazaar and 
Féte.

At the Railway Union Ground, Park avenue, 

on Saturday, a very good attendance wit- 
nessed the defeat of the Irish Ladies by Scot- 
land by a decisive score of 5-0.
